City Assessor Hinton is rapidly closing 
up the assessment rolls for the present year, 
and, while no authoritative statement has 
yet been made, it is generally conceded that 
the amount will be several millions less 
than last year. By some this shortage is 
putas bigh as $8,000,000, which meansa 
very material decrease in the revenues, Mr. 
Hinton has very carefully covered the field, 
and itis the opinion. of experts that the 
work bas been done in better shape than 
for several years past. Many cases have 
been caught that have heretofore escaped 


‘taxation, and while the personal 
property tax will probably be less 
than last year, for the reason 


that merchants are not carrying as large 
stocks of goods as they did a year ago, an 
effort will be made to partially cover the 
deficit by seeing that citizens pay up their, 
taxes ou personal property and make re- 
turns something like the value of their ef- 
fects, ‘he Assessor wili also make an ef- 
fort to compel the banks to pay a fair pro- 
rtion of the taxes, but whether this cau 
done remains to be seen. 

In the meantime, these reports ofa fall- 
ing off in the as.essment have revived the 
talk of retrenchment among the members 
of the City Council. The Councilmen do not 
think thatthe total will much exceed forty 
willious, even if it reuches that figure, and 
they are considerably worried about how to 
cut the expenses to keep them within the 
revenues. So far as kuown, no pian has been 
yet decided upon, although the matter has 
been the subject of more than one informal 
conference. One member of the Council 
thinks that the expenses can be reduced at 
least 30 per cent,, but so far h s formu- 
lated no plan to present to his fellow 
Courciimen It is probable that as soon as 
the City Assessor concludes his work the 
matter will be brought up and a committee 
appointed to suggest ways and meaus to 
accomplish the desired result.

She Will Get Half the Property, 
While the Child Nettle Prvoris 
Deciared toHavenoClaim 
on the Estate. 


The contest over the will of Miguel 
Leonis, an ignorant Frenchman who died 
about eighteen montis . gofrom the effects 
of an accidental fall froma wagon while 
returning to bisranch from town, leaving 
an estate valued at over $310,000, which 
has been on trial before Judge Clark and a 
jury of nine fpr almost five weeks past, has 
at last been concluded. 

The chief contestant was an Ilnodian 
woman named Espiritu Chijulla, who, after 
having for over thirty years past, serveo 
Leonis faithfully and weil as his house- 
keeper, sought to estabiish her claim to a 
share of the estate, on the ground that she 
was his wife. Although Leonis in a special 
clause iu his will made provision for Buch a 
contingency, by directing that she should 
receive a legacy only upon the condition 
thatshe made no further claim on the 
estate, Espiritu piaced the maiter in the 
hauds of two skiiful lawyers, Hon. S. M. 
White, Ksq., aud Horace Beil, Esq., with 
the resuit that after a desperate siruggie 
with the heirs, she bas finally established 
her claim, and willreceive half of the estate 
as her share. 

‘Tbe other contestant was a fourteen-year- 
old giri pamed Nettie Pryor, who demanded 
recognition as the daughter of Miguel 
Leonis, by Librada Pryor, née Mascarel, 
but although it was shown beyond a doubt 
that sbe was Leonis’ daughter, it was not 
suown that ber father openly acknowledged 
ber to be his child and she therefore can lay 
no further cl..im to the estate, 

The case involved a number of in- 
teresting questiors, and was conducted by 
nine of the most promiuent attorneys in this

A stalwart 
young truck driver jumped from his 
truck at ¢he same time to pick it up, but 
before either of the men could reach the 
bundle a neatly attired young wotnan 
had deftly made her way to the spot and 
extricated the bundle almost from under 
the feet of a restless team of horses, She

aud woman live together ostensibly as 
man and wife, deporting themselves 
toward each other and toward the 
world as such, and afe treated by their 
friends and neighbors as being entitled to 
that state, the iaw will presume that they 
have consented to be and they are husbanu 
aud wife; and in the absence of contradic- 
tor évidence this presumption will be 
sufticieut to estubiish that fact.

Fruit and Crops in Antelope Valley. 

The editor of the Antelope Valley 
Times recently drove through this 
section and thus speaks of the Cole 
ranch, just beyond Little Rock Creek: 

These gentiemen havé some very 
fine ditches, through which they con- 
duct water to their alfalfa fi-lds and to 
their orchard and vineyard. Their 
fruit trees consist of apricot, peach, 
prune and fig, which are loaded down 
with fine fruit. We were informed 
that the alfalfa had been, cut once and 
that the yield was near two tons per 
acre. It is nearly.ready for a second 
cutting. Tuey say they will cut at 
least six crops, and the yield for the 
season wili be more than ten tons per 
‘acre. This at $10 per ton would 
amount to an income of $100 per acre; 
and land that will produce the same 
can be bought for less than the income 
of the above. 

Dr. Barber has just cut his three 
acres of alfalfa, which will yield at 
least two and one-half. tons per acre, 
He will cut this alfalfa at least 
six times and will have in the 
aggregate no fewer than forty-five tons 
ot alfalfa for the season. The total 
cost of the land and the expense of 
cultivation per acre will not exceed 
twenty-five dollars, yet the income 
from a single acre of this land amounts 
vo Hot less than qne hundred and fifty 
dollars per year.’

A GREAT INDUSTRY. 


Our Pomona correspondent gives a 
most encouraging account of the prog- 
ress that is being made in the beet- 
sugar enterprise at Chino. Over four 
thousand ana five hundred acres are 
now planted in beets, and planting is 
By the middle of 
the month, it is estimated that the 
total acreage in beets will be nearly 
five thousand and fivehundred. Sugar 
experts say that, in quality, the Chino 
beets will be superior to any yet raised 
in the United States. Growers expect 
to muke from 120 to 150 per cent. net 
profit; that is to say, they will more 
than pay for their land with the profit 
of the first crop. Ihe money spent on 
the ranch and in the factory since New 
Years has amounted to $113,000. The 
anpual sugar product of this factory, 
is it estimated, will be $2,000,000 in 
value, which, in case of success, will 
be increased to $5,000,000. 

Aad this is only one» factory. Et is} 
difficuit to overestimate the impor- 


California. If successful—as there is 
every prospect that it will be—it will 
furnish just what we needed in the 
shape of amarket fora staple crop to 
supplement our fruit industry. To 
plant an orchard and await returns 
needs more or less capital. What we 
want is a crop that costs little to plant, 
and which yields a return the first 
year. Sugar-beets will furnish that 
crop, It stands to reason that, as soon 
as the Chino enterprise has been proved 
a success, other factories will go up in 
Southern California wherever there is 
a good opening. There is already talk 
of one between Los Angeles and Santa 
Monica. Then we shall see the vast 
stretches of fertile land between this 
city and the ocean put under cultiva- 
tion and supporting thousands of fam- 
ilies, directly and indirectly. 

The establishment of the beet-sugar 
factory at Chino is the most important 
event in the productive history of 
Southern California since the first car- 
load of oranges was shipped east. 


SHORT-SIGHTED FRUIT-GROWERS, 


We publish this morning a sugges- 
tive letter from a Los Angeles county 
fruit-grower, in which he touches upon 
a vital question in conngction with 
the California fruit business — the 
urgent necessity of keeping up the 
character of our fruits shipped to east- 
ern markets.

price into the pockets of the producer, 
while the undeserving middleman and 
greedy commission merchant may go 
dig grapevine wood for a living. 

Notwithstanding the plenty of ad- 
vice and tue brilliant promises made 
by the advisers, most of us who have 
deciduous fruit to dispose of can really 
bank upon threé means of disposal of 
it, viz: To dry at home, to sel] to the 
drier or the canner. Of these three 
the first may as well be left out, for 
most of us who bave tried it bave gen- 
erally found it very unsatisfactory, 

As one whose bread and butter and 
shoes for the babies must come from 
the orchard, as one who expects his 
boys to cultivate the orchard when the 
old man is dead, I want to say one word 
for the canner of California fruit, for 
to the canner I look for the solution of 
the question of the profitable disposal 
of our deciduous fruit. Some fruit 
may be dried, of course, but dried fruit 
sells at a fair price only when the mar- 
ket is bare of canned goods, and the 
eastern appetite for canned goods 
grows greater year by year. The rep- 
utation of our State for fine fruit, too, 
must depend upon the quality of our 
canned goods, Because the average of 
dried fruit will always be brought 
down by the product put out by care- 
less and incompetent amateurs, and by 
the tailings of the crop ufter the se- 


at best dried fruit can only be sold to 
customers who do not represent the 
first-class trade and wlo~do not pay 
first-class prices. . 

Looking to the canner as the Moses 
who shall lead us out of the wilderness 
of overproduction I want to say a word 
for his fair Weatment. 

Last season the fruit crop was short 
all over the East, and in consequence 
‘“everyching went’’ in the way of fruit. 
The canners made big contracts at 
good figures (guaranteeing the quality) 
and made contracts.with, growers for 
tre greater portion of the local. crop; 
an army of buyers sprang up and sent 
out skirmishers who wet the fruit- 
groweron his farm and offered big 
prices for fruit, green and dried, There 
was competition, which made trade 
lively, and the prodncer sold at good

Everybody 
bought itand tens Of thousands of 
people then tasted California dried 
fruit for the first timé and viewing it 
as fairly representative of our product 
they want no more of it wheo anything 
else can be bad; so that California 
dried fruit is a drug on the market and 
the prise bas dropped from 20 cents to 
6 cents with no biddérs even at that 
price. 
Thecanners are not much better off. 
The fruit furnished to them not being 
of high quality, their output could not 
be first-class. The eastern market de- 
clined such fruit as not up to coutract, 
and our own largest local cannery was 
actually obliged to pay out $5000 or 


shipments 5s, which 
were delivered to the canners after the 
choice varieties had been sold to specu- 
lators, although in many cases con- 
tracts had been made calling for first- 
class fruits. Fruit-growers should 
make a note of these remarks. . 

In this connection, it might be men- 
tioned that the New York Commercial 
Bulletin of Thursday says: 


It is more than probable that California 
packers who put in only eighteen or pnine- 
teen pounds of raisins to the box last season 
will experience trouble should they repeat 
the practice this year. ‘These short weights 
+ ah looked after sharply at this end of 
line. 


Such policy as this is suicidal in the 
extreme. Dealers in California fruit 
bave bad—are still having—hard work 
to introduce it in the East. They 
have to contend against high rates of 
transportation, against prejudices to- 
ward anything new, and against the op- 
position of eastern and European grow- 
ers und importers. If to these diffi- 
culties must be added the packing 
of inferior and short-weight fruit, they 
will certainly find the task too much 

for them, and the industry will be 

thrown back for several years. Grow-| 
ers ip every district should combine to 

secyre, firstly, fair prices for them- 

selves, and, secondly, just treatment 

of buyers in the delivery of fruit. The 

latter provision is, in the long run, as 

im portant to them as the former. .

General Farming in California. 
{Ojai Recurrent. | 

In the reports of a recent meeting of 
the State Board of Trade a prominent 
citizen is credited with saying: ‘‘It is 
notan advantageous step for an av- 
erage man to come here to do general 
farming.” 

It we admit that the old safety prin- 
ciple does not hold here, then we must 
guy to the world, there is no use of your 
coming here to buy small farms with 
the view of equipping them with a few 
horses, cows, sheep and poultry, and 
with the intention of producing the 
food these animals need, while yuu 
may be gr@wing vines and trees upon 
another portion of thefarm. There is 
no chance that you can support your 
family wants by selling now and then 
a@ young horse, a cow, a few 
lambs pigs, a lot. of. dairy 
preduce, fewls eggs. 
This ...old-fashioned thrifty, style 
of farming, by which people build up 
homes in other States and in other 
lands, is not practicable in California. 
We don’t want people who think they 
can advance that way. ‘It is not an 
advantageous step for an average man 
to come here to do general farming.”’ 

This is the doctrine to which we 
most emphatically demur. Not only 
is it true that California offers a 
chance for most satisfactory advance- 
ment upon small scale general farm- 
ing, providing @ man has means 
enough to make a fair start; but we 
really believe no part of the world of- 
fers such notable advantages for such 
work. Where can so much be gained 
of any crop from an acre of land ina 
region of sufficient? rainfall, or by irri- 
gation from wellorditct? If this in- 
troductory query can be answered for 
California, then the whole question 
goes with it. But, it may be said,what 
is the use of great production if the 
crop can’t be sold? The answer is, 
that the general farmer has no great 
amount of any single crop to sell, and 
be has all around bim the means for 
converting his crop into different 
forms, some of which are sure to. find 
alocal market, and to secure the lim- 
ited amount of ready money which is 
needed by a farmer who is operating 
upon a self-supplying policy. Of 
course this kind of farming cannot be 
followed upon dry land, butit is possi- 
ble now throughout a great area of 
the State, and every new well or new 
irrigating ditch increases the area 
available for it. It is true, perhaps, 
that it does not furnish so much work 
for the railroads as does a style of 
farming in which everything produced 
must be hauled out of the region and 
everything consumed must. be bauled 
in; but. we have supposed that the 
traffic in a thickly-settled region of 
small farms has always proved satis- 
factory.

LONDON, June 5.—|Copyright 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press.) 
Balfour’s proposal to relax the Coer- 
cion Act will not. be explicitly an- 
nounced in the Commons until next 
week, but enough is known as to what 
the government intends to propose to 
justify the Conservatives in feeling 
some little pride over the results of 
Balfour’s policy. All provisions of the 
Crimes Act directed against criminal 
conspiracy will be withdrawn, while 
‘other provisions, notably the secret 
inquiry section, will be retained. 
Balfour’s first statement that there are 
3019 prisoners in Ireland who were sen- 
tenced under the Crimes Act, has been 
the occasion, in the Unionist press, of 
telling contrasts with the coercion 
policy under Gladstone when. the 
‘prisons were full. In face of prison 
statistics and in face also of the fact 
of the absolute peace in every district 
of Ireland, and the cessation in the 
press and on the platform of expres- 
sions of discontent, the -Gladstonians 
will find it difficult to respond to the 
Unionists’ plans. 

{he accepted Liberal explanation is 

that the pacification of Ireland is due 
as much to Gladstone’s policy of con- 
ciliation as to Baifour’s coercion. 
These explanations ignore the Glad- 
stonian predictions when the Crimes 
Bill was under discussion in Pariia- 
ment. Doubtless a number of causes 
operated to associate the Balfour ré- 
gime with the steady cessation of dis- 
order, but his administration has seen 
the National League broken to pieces, 
the plan of the campaign collapsed and 
coercion suspended after four years of 
operation. 

Giadstone’s latest utterances on 
home rule is his writing to the Wom- 
un’s Liberal Federation that the Irish 
crisis is as acute as ever and home rule 
as a fixed plank of the Liberal plat- 
form as certain as ever, but that Irish 
questions are asleep as far as the elec- 
toral interest goes with a quiéscent 
Ireland.
